The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails 



to teach or suggest a plurality of hanging grooves in a reciprocating motor stator core formed 
by a stack of laminations, with each hanging groove including a receiving groove and a settling 
groove that is recessed and formed within the receiving groove, with at least one hanging 
groove provided in each lamination sheet. The closest prior art of record, Park (US '748) 
does not have "settling grooves" recessed and formed within caulking grooves 120a in the 
protruding portion 120 of the core (Fig.llA-1; c.4, lines 30-34). Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
